A List of Haunted Houses, 
Forly years liavci passed sin<*.e llie memor- 
:able '* Purringtori Tragedy" convulsed the 
good jnople of Maine. Purringtori was a 
laboring man in htunljie circumstances re- 
siding in the suburbs of Augusta, the capital, 
and was ;;etierally regarded as a ouiet, hon- 
est, and good-hearted man. His family 
consisted of a wife and seven children six of 
whom vvctc girts. For some time ho had 
been desponding, and often expressed a fear 
that his family would come lo want. One 
morning he arose early and rend his llihle, 
leaving it open at the chapter narrating 
Abraham's attempted sacrifice of his sun. 
Securing an axe, tie entered the bedroom, 
where he hr.d left his wife sleeping, anil 
killed her with a single blow. His l«.-o eld- 
est-daughters were nevt murdered by re- 
peated strokes, and he followed up the horrid 
butchery by krlling tho^e of his other chil- 
dren who slept on the same floor, lie then 
ascended to the chamber where his only son 
was sleeping, and struck at him with an 
axe, inflicting a terrible wound, The youth, 
however, succeeded in petting up and 
springing out of the window before the blow 
could be repeated, and hastened to a neigh- 
bor's for assistance. When help arrived, 
Purrington was found dead in llio kitchen, 
with bis throat cut from ear to ear, it blood- 
stained razor in his hand, and his wife and 
entire family, save the son. lying dead in the 
rooms around him. On the wall, over the 
mantel-piece, was the full imprint of the 
wretched man's right band, as if lie had 
Staggered forward after cutting his tbro.it, 
and caught thus at the wall tor support He 
was buried in a dishonored grave at the 
crossing of four roads, without coilin or 
prayer, nfter the ancient mode <if disposing 
of suicides and murderers. His victims 
were interred in the burial-ground, and an- 
other family moved into the premises — the 
scene of the dreadtul tragedy. But the house 
did not long remain tenanted. Humors ot 
its being haunted soon were afloat not a 
door could bo kept shut ; strange noises 
were heard, and no amount ot scrubbing 
cniilil remove the imprint of that Moody 
band from the w inscoat. The house finally 
fell into ruins, and was eventually razed lo 
the ground n feu years ago, and its site is 
now a corn-tieid. 

There has also been, within a few years, 
another haunted house in Augusta, standing 
on Bridge street, on llie north side of the way. 
This house has siood unoccupied for several 
years — its reputation being such that no 
one desired to rout or buy it. The owner 
finally found it familv up country willing lo 
lake possession of the tenement, and they 
arrived with their load of furniture about the 
middle of ihe afternoon, -V few things were 
removed from the cart, enough to r»ot It 
hasty dinner and set a table, and the family 
seated themselves to the repast. While 
eating and chatting, u strange groan was 
heard, and an awful apparition came up 
from the cellar — the head and shoulders of a 
■man without the body — which slowly circu- 
lated around the table, and then disappeared 
down the cellar way. Of course the family 
did not remove any more of their furniture 
from the earl, and stayed only long enough 
to gather their property, when they hastily 
departed, returning to the place from whence 

they came. This liOUSO is still unoccupied, 
unit rapidly filling into decay. 

In the western part of Gardiner, a village 
eight miles south of Augusta, is a lit 1 1 u col- 
lage, which lias long borne the reputation of 
a haunted house. This uollugo had been 
owned by a sailor, who went oil to sea. anil 
was supposed to have been lost overboard, 
shipwrecked, or murdered, oa hu was rievei 
heard from niter his departure. In the 
flOUrce of time, it became the beliel in the 
vicinity that this Bailor's spirit was haunting 
the premise*— a shadow being repeatedly 
seen by 'hu several members of the family 
occupying the house, 1 1 was quite n tiaiiu- 
less manifestation, however, the shadow 
generally appearing near I ho gale, and < j u it il - 
)y approaching the house -often causing the 
oreupi ills lo think that visitors were coining, 
but always '' dissolving intJ thin air '' bufnre 
it reached the front door. 

Our informant was mice visiting at this 
million when the shadow was IQOfl by Itio 
eldest daughter, and declares that the entire 
family had no doubts ot the superniitur.il 
ongin oftllO apparition, iillhoiigli it had bueii 

•ooii to often that no amotion was naused 
by its visa. 

Not many years ago, an old house stand- 
ing between Albany ami Schenectady, on 

the turnpike road, was said lo be suhj.nit. to 
ghostly vimlnlioiiN. I.igl.ls were seen ul 
UlLUSUa! hums, mid Mrmigii ntiisu'H were 
licyird. Tim plaut had boftUn It) aoqul/e con- 



siderable reputation as n haunted house, 
when some asiute officials made a secret 
descent, upon it, and arrested quite a n um- 
ber of count rfeiters, whose occupancy and 
occupation fully explained the ghostly 
phenomena which hud been seen. 

Nenr the road which winds along the foot 
of Mount Royal, two miles from Montreal, 
ibere stands a house which is regarded as 
haunted by all the superstitions people in 
llie neighborhood. It wus formerly the abode 
of an eccentric old French man, who com- 
mitted suicide, and about whose character 
and history a great deal of mystery had 
gathered, 

His body lay several days in the house 
after his tragical end, befoie his suicide be- 
came known. It is said that the ghost of 
the suicide is often seen Hilling about ihe 
premises, with very wild eyes and wilder 
laugh. 

Between Hallowell runl Gardiner there 
stood on a lit'Ie creek, some thirty years 
ago, an old mill. Thai proprietor bad been 
found murdered in the stream below the 
mill, and il was said lhat Ins spirit lingered 
round the mill. The old residents there- 
abouts slill love to dwell upon the mystery. 

Apropos of this subject, lhere is not far 
from Hemstead, L... I., an inlet in a small 
river culled " Lover's Creek," nnd the name 
thus originated : A young man, who was de- 
ivoledly attached to a fair young girl near, 
I had become jealous of her unconscious co- 
quetery, and is supposed to have given her 
an instant and fatal poison, as she was 
found dead, without external marks of vio- 
lence, while the lover lay near, cold and mo- 
tionless, with a discharged pistol in his 
right hand and a bullet buried in his brain. 
Another account is that the maiden suddenly- 
died of some obscure and deadly disease, 
and the lover, through grief nnd despair, 
perhaps coupled with fear of being thought i 
her murderer, shot himself on the spot where 
lay her lifeless form. This latter account is 
more generlly favored, for it is said lhe| 
lovers are often seen walking on the shore, 
or sailing about the river in a spectral boat, 
and otherwise living out, in ghostly form, the 
existence whose earthly career was inter- 
rupted in such a melancholy manner. 

Near Belladona, N, Y„ there is an old 
farm-house which stands deserted. The 
former owner poisoned his wife, as was gen- 
erally supposed, though no legal evidence 
was produced in support of llie prevailing 
suspicion. The suspected party immediately 
removed to the .vest, but nut before the ru- 
mor became current that he bad been 
frightened nearly out of his senses by re- 
pealed visits from Ihe spirit of his wife. 
The house having acquired a bad name, it 
wa-> easy for the more superstitious portion 
of the community to tind mysteries and 
wonders to keep up its reputation.

Since may last letter I have made a 
trip to the Cariboo Lake ('21 miles) with -15 lbs of 
provisions mid my blankets, and have returned 
here for another load in order to establish a depot 
at Keithley's Cieek, which will enable me to carry 
on a six week's campaign in the Snowshoe coun- 
- , try, by which lime, it is to be hoped, trains will 
hut u its an ill wind that blows nobody ' come as far as Keithley's Creek. On the way up 

1 to the Lake we met numbers of men coming clown 
for provisions, most of them with a peculiar glare 
about ihe eyes, indicative of their being taken with 
the gold fever. 

ABOUT TKAIL8. 
The trnil from here to the bridge on the North 
Fork is in a ti uly wretched condition, and in many 
places feet, kiiees and hands are all in requisition, 
and have to be used with considerable eneigy. I 
think if His Excellency the Uovernor or the Chief 
Commissioner of . this go-a-head country were to 
bo present and witness the exertions of the ma- 
jority of the tax payers of liritish Columbia as 
lliey scramble along with packs varying from SO 
to 100 pounds in weight, they would (were they 
accessiole to that vulgar emotion know as pity) 
immediately have something dune lo alleviate the 
sufferings of the aforesaid tax-payers.
